tion to “the awakening of members 
of Congress to the fact that this is 
a avital program”. 
“The scores of members of Con­ 
gress who went abroad last sum­ 
mer saw with their own eyes the 
necessity 
for 
this 
work,” 
Rep. 
Mundt told reporters. 
Rep. Mundt and others who sup­ 
ported the program said Russia is 
spending upwards of IOO million 
dollars a year on propaganda in 
Europe—much of it aimed at the 
United States. 
Sen. Smith 
(R) 
of New Jersey said we were up 
against a “war of words" and were 
losing the war at present. 
The bill as finally adopted sep­ 
arates the State Departm ent’s in­ 
formation and education programs. 
The information program aims at 
telling the world about the Ameri­ 
can way of life through interna­ 
tional radio broadcasts, news re­ 
leases, motion pictures and similar 
methods. 
A Senate amendment directs the 
secretary of alate to avoid govern­ 
ment competition with existing or 
private agencies that now serve for­ 
eign needs adequately.

For Mr. M arshall now is 
settled solidly in that position in 
pqblic life which a few men in 
each generation attain. As long as; 
he is physically fit—and he looks 
in top form at the moment—he al­ 
most certainly never will be al­ 
lowed to retire perm anently. 


THE AMERICAN people have a 
name for these leaders whom they; 
call up for sorts of Jobs at all years 
of their lives. They are the eider, 
statesm en. The ex-Army chief, the 
ex-envoy to China, the present sec- j 
retary of state is a prime candidate 
for the group once he quits the 
State D epartm ent.' 
It was a little more than two 
years ago that President Truman 
pinned another medal on the gen-

eral’s uniform and In a sort of 
farewell 
eulogy 
read 
a citation 
stating that to Mr. Marshall, "as 
much as to any individual, the 
United States owes its future". 
It was a grand goodbye, but it 
didn’t stick. 
Mr. Marshall had given way to 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as chief of 
staff and headed for bis colonial 
mansion in Virginia as fast as he 
could. Shortly a phone call follow­ 
ed him. Mr. Truman asked him to 
go patch things up in China. 
Mr. Marshall packed the bags he 
had just unpacked and began his 
travels. Thirteen months in and 
around China as a special ambassa­ 
dor introduced hint to diplomacy. 
Last January, the President hauled 
him home to succeed James F. 
Byrnes at the State Department. 
The traveling continued—Rio De 
Janerio. 
Chicago, 
Moscow, 
New 
York, London, stopover visits In 
Paris arni Berlin. 
From his start in diplomacy in 
Chungking, Mr. Marshall has piled 
up a curious record—on the face 
of it. 
He failed In his mission of recon­ 
ciling Chiang 
Kai-shek and the 
Communists in China. 
He failed to get an Austrian 


peace treaty out of the Russians at 
I Moscow and London. 
He failed to win “Big Four” prog­ 
ress on a German peace settlement. 
He failed to stqp or check and 
sometimes to meet directly the 
torrent of propaganda from Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov at inter­ 
national parleys. 


BUT 
WITH 
EACH 
of 
these 
"failures" on the formal record, 
Mr. Marshall carried American pub­ 
lic understanding and support on 
his side. While often working in 
secrecy, he usually has kept people 
informed on major issues. He has 
known how to define a problem, 
or flay an opponent, with skill and 
finesse and with a simplicity peo­ 
ple could understand. 
There is another angle to the 
failures. They usually have repre­ 
sented 
somebody 
else’s 
idea of 
how a thing ought to be done. In 
China, for instance. Mr. Marshall 
was not making policy, but trying 
to carry out a policy which Mr. 
Truman and Mr. Byrhes told him 
to carry out in seeking unification 
of the government and Communists. 
Since he became secretary of 
state last Jan. 21, Mr. Marshall has 
been charting his own new course 
in some respects, following inher­ 
ited policies in others. 
He inher­ 
ited the policy of “firmness” to­ 
ward Russia and be b u iltin it. But 
it was after he entered the caolnet 
that 
the “Truman 
Doctrine" of 
helping free peoples resist totali­ 
tarianism was proclaimed and lim­ 
ited American strength thrown be­ 
hind Greece and Turkey. 
In 
general, 
Mr. 
Mashall 
has 
sought to relate America’s real 
power to its international aims. He 
has acted on the basis that while 
the 
United 
States 
is 
now 
the 
world’s most powerful nation its 
power is not inexhaustible. 
He has been making little head­ 
way on his favorite home-front pro­ 
ject, universal military training, but 
abroad he has succeeded in pack­ 
ing into the strategic and vulner­ 
able M editerranean Sea more force 
than the United States ever be­ 
fore had there in peacetime. 
The 
monumental 
gamble 
for 
which the world now knows Mr. 
Marshall best and history may—or 
may not—accord him a high place
